Miss 
Lillian Beach had taken the little toy 
to Dennison and Fort Worth, Tex., after 
this decision was rendered. 

Child in Court. 

When the charge against the enshel 
was called, Attorney Warren D. Har- 
ris, representing the aches, an- 
nounced that the child was in court. 
Mr. and Mrs. Beach, leading the little 
boy; Miss Margaret Beach, carrying a 
toy wheelbarrow, and Miss. Lillian 
Beach, who had taken the child to Tex- 
as and who carried a toy chair, followed 
their father and mother to confront the 
Judge. 

Miss Bryan was not in court, but 
Judge Muench said that if the child 
Were surrendered to her in compliance 
with his order given last week he 
would drop the contempt proceedings.

Runs Toward Railing. 

At that announcement Mrs. Beach be- 
fan to scream. Her daughters tried to 
cumfort her, but she was still hysterical] 
when she left the courtroom leading the 
child. In the corridor of the second 
floor she started to run toward the 
rotunda railing and her husband, fear- 
ing she intended jumping over the rail- 
ing with the boy, seized her. 

Her screams attracted a large crowd 
from inside the Courthouse and from the 
street outside. The Beaches and the 
lawyers made their way through the 
crowd and crossed Chestnut street to 
the Times Bullding, followed by several] 
hundred persons. 

As soon as the party entered the 
Times Building doorway Mrs. Beach 
saw Miss Bryan go into the ‘elevator. 
Rhe and one of the*Beach girls made 
a rush for Miss Bryan, but were pre- 
vented from getting to her by the quick- 
wiited elevator boy. Policemen dispersed 
the crowd which choked the Times 
Building corridor. 

Attorney Harris then asked Attorneys 
Farris end McCormack to go to his of- 
fice in the Third National Bank Build.

Pike’s Peak Tank Is Scene of Dar- 
ing and Unusual Robbery,

COLURADO SPRINGS, Colo., June 23. 
—Six armed men believed to be from 

Victor, Colo., early today held up Care- 
taker Arthur of the Colorado Springs 
Water System, opened the flood gates 
on Pike’s Peak and turned 174,000,000 gal- 
lcrges of water into the Victor reservoir. 

Caretaker Arthur was held a prisoner 
for some time while the water was be- 
ing run off, but finally managed to 
elude his captors and telephone to this 
city for help. Sheriff Burdsall of El 
Paso County, with a posse of 10 armed 
men, including deputies and detectives, 
immediate\,, left for the scene of the 
holdup. 

The water supplies for Colorado 
Springs and the Cripple Creek district 
are located on the slopes of Pike's 
Peak and disputes over them are fre- 
quent causes of friction between the two 
cities. 

It seems that Victor is short of water 
this year, although Colorado Springs has 
an ample supply, having 900,000,000 gal- 
lons left after the theft of today.

Mrs. Annie Koch-Shotrow Ex- 
plains Refusal to Testify 
Against Either. 








PROPOSED TO SECOND 


First Was in Workhouse at the 
Time, and She Obtain- 
ed No Divorce. 





Missouri laws provide that a woman 
cannot be required to testify against her 
husband. For that reason Mrs. Annie 
Koch-Shotrow would give no testimony 
in the Dayton Street Poiice Court 
Wednesday against either Charles F. 
Koch or Antwine Shotrow, charged with 
disturbing each other’s peace. Both, she 
said, were her husbands, 

“What did this man Koch say or do 
to your husband, Mrs. Shotrow?”’ asked 
Judge Pollard. 

“Both these men are my husbands, 
Judge,”’ the woman replied. 

Judge Pollard’s face assumed a super- 
judicial look as he commanded the wit- 
ness to explain. 

Mrs. Shotrow said she was 
to Koch 25 years ago. 

Seventeen years ago, she said, Koch 
was sent to the Workhouse for two 
years. While he was there, she married 
Shotrow, she said, without having been 
divorced. 


Both Admit Marriage. 


Koch and Shotrow both admitted hav- 
ing been married to her, though they 
said she had her dates mixed. Koch 
said he married her 14 years ago, and 
Shotrow admitted seven years of the 
bond. 

The men were arrested Tuesday even- 
ing at the Shotrow home, 3404 North 
Broadway, where Koch had called. They 
were engaged in a quarrel when two 
policemen happened along. 

The two husbands were fined $5 each, 
ard were returned to the cell in the 
holdover, where they had spent the 
night together. Koch lives at 1415 
Buchanan street. The wife lives with 
Shotrow. She says both her weddings 
took place in the vicinity of Broadway 
and North Market street, justices of the 
peace officiating. 

Mrs. Koch-Shotrow told the Court she 
has only one child, James, 16 years old, 
end that Shotrow is his father. Shotrow 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter tnat the 
boy is Koch’s son, and was about a 
year old when he “took up with’ Mrs. 
Koch.

Koch says he 
called on his wife after he left the 
Workhouse, and discovered that she 
was married again.

day three miners are known to be dead, 
six fatally injured; 25 serfously hurt, 
white it feared that 65 men, believed 
to be still in the mine, may be burned 
to death. 

The mine is burning fiercely at several 
places and deadly black damp is pouring 
from the mouth, effectualiy preventing 
systematic rescue work. 

Large quantities of oxygen and many 
tanks have been requested from the 
Cambria Steel Co. of Johnston, Pa., 
and the United States Government Min- 
ing and Testing Station, ttsburg. 

Just what caused the explésion has not 
been ascertained, but it probably re- 
sulted from an accumulation of gas. 

The few men who escaped from the 
mine were burned and blackened. None 
of them was in condition to give details, 
but from one it was iearned that the 
explosion seemed to strike every por- 
tion of the mine simultaneously. 

As soon as it was known that an 
accident had occurred, the Sreatest ex- 
citement prevailed both at the mine and 
in the little hamlet, a short distance 
away. Relatives rushea to the mouth 
of the mine. Women, screaming and 
crying, tried to rush into the shaft.

Pete’s ears, keener than theirs, had 
heard the warning sound, and he had 
led them to safety.

While in the mine he traveled an ayv- 
erage of four miles a day, the total dis- 
tance which he covered being 2%,000 
miles. Had he stayed above ground 
and followed his nose he wogld have 
gone around the earth in that time. 

He hauled an average of five tons 
of coal a day, a total of 31,20 tons, or 
70,812,500 pounds. At the St. Louls mar-

Chinese in New York Taken to 
Scene of Crime Enacts the Mure

NEW YORK, June 23.—In that utter- 
ly lawless but thoroughly effective way. 
New York police have of sweating sus- 
pects, Chung Sin, roommate of Leong 
Ling, murderer of Elsie Sigel, was 
taken in the dead of night to Leong’s 
room, at 782 Eighth avenue, and was 
forced, on the spot where the crime 
was committed, to tell to its last detail 
of the tragedy he saw there.

A peculiar combination of circum- 
stances, suggesting the mysterious and 
inexorable workings of Fate, conspired 


to lead Henry L. Whitman, wealthy im- 
plement manufacturer, to an automobile 
accident which may result in his death. 

The big touring machine which he was 
driving was struck by a Bellefontaine 
car at Meramec street and Nebraska 
avenues, and he was buried under the 
Wreck&ge of the auto, only a few min- 
utes after he had told his companion, 
Robert L. Darrow, that he would never 
Tun an automobile again. 

How Fate Trapped. 

Whitman is president, and Darrow is 
general manager of? the Whitman ag- 
ricultural implement works at 6900 South 
Broadway. 

Here is how fate worked 
Whitman. 

Until a week ago he had frequently 
ridden in the big touring car, but had 
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‘was always driven by his son, or his 
chauffeur, 
town on business, which would require 


The son was called out of 


him to bée away all summer. 

Two days later the chauffeur re- 
signed, leaving no one to operate the 
machine except Whitman. 

After running the car from his home 
at 4601 McPherson avenue, to the fac- 
tory, Whitman was convinced that his 
age and inexperience as an automobDilist 
would make it dangerous for him te 
continue to use it. 

Dectdes to Sel] Car. 

He decided to give up automobiling 
and advertised the car for sale, stating 
in the advertisement that the car could 
be seen at the factory in Carondelet. 

Tuesday afternoon a friend who had 
seen the advertisement telephoned to 
him at the factory. 

“T would like to look at your car, 
but I won’t have time to go to Caron- 
delet this afternoon. Can’t you have it 
at your home tonight?’’ 

Whitman protested that he did not 
care to run the car again, but finally 
consented to have it at his home for in, 
spection. 

“IT don't Hike to run it,’”’ he said as- he 
and Darrow climbed into the front seat. 


-“T get mixed up, and can’t act quickly 


enough in emergencies. Automobiling is 
a young man’s game.”’ 

Darrow said Wednesday that he tried 
to quiet Whitman's fears by reminding 
him that he would prebably sell the ma- 
chine to the man who called him up, 
that he would never have to run it 
again. 

“IT hope not,” said Whitman. 

Whitman Becomes Confused. 

Darrow says that the machine was 
not running,more than eight miles an 
hour when it approached Meramec street 
on Nebraska avenue. 

“I saw that a car was coming, and 
I warned Mr. Whitman,” he said. “At 
first he swung the car as though to turn 
west on Meramec street. Had he done 
so he would have been all right. But 
he seemed to lose his head. He straight- 
ened the car again. I think he tried to 
reverse the engine, but got hold of 
the wrong lever and shot on full power, 
which carried him directly in front of 
the car.’’ 

Whitman was taken unconscious from 
under the wreckage of the automobile. 

At the City Hospital it was found 
that his jeft shoulder was broken, and 
his head cut and bruised. 

Because of his age hospital surgeons 
regard his injuries as serious.

HDS LIFE IN AN 
AST SIDE HOTEL 


Railway Employe Drinks Acid 
After Pawning Watch 
in St. Louis. 





J. G. Witherspoon, who until last 
Saturday was employed in the traffic de- 
partment of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas Railroad offices in the Wainright 
Building, killed himself at the Royal 


Hotel, in East St. Louis, Tuesday after- 
noon by drinking carbolic acid. 

When the body was taken to the Ben- 
ner-Brichler morgue there was doubt 
as to his identity, as he had once 
registered at the hotel as F. Wither- 
spoon and gave no address. 

The body was identified Wednesday 
by Harry Bierman, a clerk in the trat- 
fice department of the railroad, who 
said Witherspoon had worked ther« 
three or four months. 

Witherspoon first went to the hotel 
June 2, registering as F. Witherspoon. 
He remained two or three days. He 
returned Monday evening and requested 
the clerk to register him as J. G. With- 
erspoon. He was assigned to room 9, 

He remained in his room until ll a. 
m. Tuesday, when he went out for 
about an hour. At 6 p. m. a bellboy 
looked over the transom and saw 
Witherspoon dead on the bed. He had 
drank four ounces of carbolic acid. It 
was learned that he bought the poison 
at Sondat’s drug store shortly before 
noon. The only paper found on the 
body was a pawn ticket showing that 
Witherspoon had borrowed $5, Mon- 
day, on a watch, from a Pine street 
pawnshop. 

Witherspoon boarded at 3661 Washing- 
ton avenue. He was 23 years old. He 
came originally from Salisbury, N. C., 
where his mother lives. A postal card 
from his mother was delivered at hig

New Measures Differ From 
Schutz Ordinance on Sev- 
eral Points. 





CITY TO°- PAY DAMAGES 


No Width Specified for Via- 
duct—No Bond to Enforce 
Compliance by Roads. 


At a special meeting of the City Coun- 
cil Wednesaay afternoon ihe three bills 
directing the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation, the Missouri Pacific, Wabash 
and Frisco railroads to build a viaduct 
across Mill Creek Valley at Compton 
avenue will be given their second read- 


ing. 

To hurry these bills to passage both 
branches of the Municipal Assembly will 
hold special meetings between now and 
July 2, the date of their adjournment 
for the summer. 

The ordinances which the Board of 
Public Improvements has sent to the 
Council are intended as substitutes for 
the bill introduced some weeks ago by 
Ceuncilman Schutz at the request of 
Frank H. Gerhart. In Mr. Schutz’s 
bili the whole expense of the viaduct 
which the railroads were commanded 
to construct was to have been borne by 
them. In the measures prepared by 
the Board it ig contemplated that the 
purchase of real estate and the dam- 
ages to property abutting Compton ave- 
uue will be met from the public tisas- 
ury. 


Railroads Do Not Waive Damages. 
This cost is estimated by Ffres:ident 


Reber at $40,700, but in this figure the 
damages to property owned by the rall- 
roads is not included, and there is no 
waiver of claims on their part. 

These are not the only important dif- 
ferences between Councilman Schutz’s 
bill and those of the Board of Public 
Improvements. In the former measure 
there is a provision that the proposed 
viaduct was to be 48 feet wide. In 
President Reber’s bill there is no speci- 
fications as to its width. 

No Bond for Compliance Exacted. 

In the latest bills it is provided that 
plans for the viaduct must be submitted 
for the Board’s approval within two 
months after they become ordinances,

IN GRAND PRIA 


the French Derby, Has Great 
Chance in $80,000 Race. 


——- 





The Grand Prix de Paris, to be run 
next Sunday at Longchamps, the great 
international race which. is the big 
event of the French turf, will be the 


richest prize ever given for a horse- 
race, the value of the race being esti- 
mated in France and by English horse- 
men at $80,000. The prize offered for 
the race recently was raised in value 
from $50,000 to $60,000, the sum being 
made up by gifts from the city and the 
railroads, and a contingent extra prize 
of $4000 being offered to the winner 
should this be a horse bred in France. 

The number of subscriptions to the 
race was 51/ for this year, a large in-- 
crease over all the entry lists of for- 
mer years, and the fees and forfeits will 
increase the gross value of the prize 
about a third. 

Big Fiocld Probable. 

A few more than four hundred of the 
horses nominated have paid the minor 
forfeit, but the eligible list still is a 
long one, with Americans well repre- 
sented by the horses that are left in 
the stakes. William K. Vanderbilt, who 
breeds his own horses in France, is, 
of course, best represented, and is the 
only American who is sure to send a 
starter, almost ce~tainly two, and pos- 
sibly «more, for the greatest stake of 
the turf. The choicest of the Vander- 
bilt entries are Nogofol, winner of the 
French Derby of $40,600 last Sunday, and 
Oversight, by the American stallion 
Halma, which was third to Negofol in 
the Derby. Mr. Vanderbilt also has in 
the race Silver Streak, L’Dx'le, Kenne- 
bec, Halbois, Ramzpo, Sampietro, Pres- 
tissimo II, Ripolin and Rapidan. All 
the Americans racing in [ngtand this 
season also have horse; eligible for the 
Grand Prix, these being chiefly Ameri- 
can horses. 

Belmont and Keene Are In. 

August Belmont’s entries are La- 
conian, Rhombus and Bay Tree; James 
R. Keene's entries are Esperanto, Se- 
lectman, Womba and Halmet II. Harry 
Payne Whitney, Louis Winans, owner 
of Sir Martin, and Charles Carroll are 
other Americans with one or more en- 
tries each. 

The best of the English horses en- 
gaged for the race are Bayardo, the 
Winter favorite for the Derby; William 
IV, which ran third to Minoru in the 
Epsom Derby, and Valens. It is planned 
that William IV shall be sent to France 
for the race, and that horse is looked 
on as tha most formidable rival to the 
Vanderbiit pair, Negofol and Oversight, 
which are the present favorites for the 
race. Whether Bayardo will go is to be 
determined by the horse’s condition this 
week, 

The Grand Prix is for 3-year-olds, open 
to all the countries of the world, at a 
distance of 3000 meters, or cbout a mile 
and seven furlongs. The weights to be 
carried are 68 kilos, about 128 pounds, 
for coltr, and 66% kilos, about 123 
pounds, for fillies.

Edwin A. Wade Battles With 
Burglar From Bedroom 
to Door.

MANILA, June 23.—According to news 
received in this city today, Lieut. Noble, 
with a company of the Twenty-third 
Constabulary, encountered part of ‘the 
Davao mutineers June 18 and killed 
Sergt. Academla, leader of the mutiny. 
Sergt. Hewson of the American forces, 
who killed the mutineer chief, was 


‘| wounded during the fight. 


The pursuit of thé mutineers, who 
have divided into two bands, continues, 
and five of the rebels have been cap- 
tured at various points, leaving 16, two 
of whom are wounded, at large. On the 
first retirement of the mutineers from 
Davao, where they revolted against 
their officers several weeks ago, they* 
killed a Japanese whose death was not 
reported at the time. 

Several companies of the Twenty-third 
Constabulary, under the personal direc- 
tion of Gen. Bandholtz, commander of 
the constabulary forces of the islands, 
are co-operating in hot pursuit of the 
mutineers, whom it is expected will be 
speedily captured. 

Gen. Bandholtz reports that the mu- 
tiny was due to an attempt by the of- 
ficers of the rebelling company to re- 
store discipline that had been allowed 
to lapse under a previous commander.

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A CHARACTERISTIC CASE. 

As specific demonstration of the complete in- 
difference of the Aldrich crowd to platform 
pledges and party promises nothing is so eloquent 
as the controversy over the rate’on print paper 
and wood pulp. The Senate refused to accept the 
House rate in the Payne bill of $2 a ton on print 
paper and fixed the rate at $4, which is $2 less 
than the Dingley rate. 

Senator Norris Brown of Nebraska led the fight 
against the Aldrich rate. In formulating his ar- 
gument he kept in mind the provision in the Re- 
publican platform which says: 

“In all tariff legislation the true principle of 
protection is best maintained by the imposition of 
such duties as will equal the difference between 
the cost of production at home and abroad, to- 
gether with a reasonable profit to American in- 
dustries.”’ 

In harmony with the principle there enunciated 
Senator Brown showed that Canada is this coun- 
try’s only possible competitor in the manufacture 
of pulp paper. The seas and the inferior product 
of other countrics than Canada protect the mills 
of the United States from all possible competition. 

By the findings of a Canadian commission ap- 
pointed to investigate the question, Senator 
Brown showed that the American mills made pa- 
per for $5 less per ton than the Canadian. The 
Canadian-made paper costs per ton to manufac- 
ture $34.11. The cost of manufacture to the In- 
ternational Paper Co., by testimony given before 
the Congressional Committee is $27.74. Investi- 
gation by American consuls in Canada showed 
that the wage scale in Canadian mills was as 
high, and in some instances higher, than in the 
American. 

Thus was every platform reason for a duty de- 
stroyed. But Senator Brown went further. He 
showed that Canada’s pulp forests are apparently 
inexhaustible, while National Forester Pinchot is 
authority for the statement that our spruce for- 
ests will have disappeared in a few years—those 
of Minnesota in nine and of Maine in 28 years. 
Thus the conservation of our own supplies would 
be aided by free paper, and, as a final argument, 
was appended the recital of the operations and 
exactions of the Paper Trust. 

But, in complete repudiation of the convincing 
argument and the platform pledge, the Senate 
voted to increase the House rate from $2 to $4 a 
ton. 

It is impossible to consider the matter without 
concluding that the Senate was prompted to its 
decision by a desire to clinch the monopoly of the 
International Paper Co. by excluding possible 
competition from Canada. The rate is prohibi- 
tive. There is no consideration of revenue. It is 
a characteristic performance in eloquent illustra- 
tion that the one end to be subserved is the per- 
petuation of monopoly and the multiplication of 
grafts. 
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The Republican party decreed that the tariff 
should not be revised by its enemies, but that is 
just what is happening. 
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FITCHBURG AN EDUCATIONAL MECCA. 

After a two-years’ investigation, the Rwussell 
Sage Foundation reports that Fitchburg, Mass., 
has the highest school efficiency of any city in 
the United States. Its percentage of efficiency, 
based on the number of pupils who graduate, is 
83, while that of Boston {fs 67. St. Louis is for- 
tieth on the list, with an efficiency of 51, while 
Erie, Pa., is the lowest, with an efficiency of only 
23. 
According to this report, the efficiency index 
number is lowered by the number of pupils who 
are classed as “repeaters,” that is to say, those 
who have to repeat a part of their studies in or- 
der to reach a certain grade. St. Louis ranks in 
the eleventh place as regards repeaters, with lh 
per cent of her children in the repeating class. 

The investigators state that the average of 

foreign-born children has nothing to do with the 
result, as the figures show. They suggest that 
the large percentage of women teachers may ac- 
count for the repeating evil, but do not tell us 
whether or not Fitchburg, Boston and other cities 
with a high efficiency have, relatively, more male 
teachers than cities which show low efficiency. 
This is an important point. 
It might be well for the St. Louis public school 
experts to make a pilgrimage to Fitchburg and 
discover why this small city has beaten St. Louis, 
and even Boston, in educational efficiency. 
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The moral reflection that wealth brings misery 
as an irspiration from the Gould case is premised 
in the fact that the principals are not having the 
time of their lives. 
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IN AGREEMENT. 

The best tariff speech made in the Senate thus far, 
it is conceded by all parties, was that of the blind 
Senator Gore of Oklahoma. None but a blind man, 
it may be added, could make such a good free trade 
speech as he did.—Ftrom the Globe-Democrat.

amusement for a child for 15 cents. If the Patrons’ 
Association were such a dreadful affair as “One Who

ent superintendent, Prof. Ben Blewett, and <Assist- 
ant Superintendents Collins, Radmann, Bryan and 
Knox recommend it as highly as they do? They 
know what help and benefit the associations are 
to the schools. In the last 10 years Blairand Howard 
associations have made over $4000 on picnics and en- 
tertainments and spent ft all for the children in 
the schools: seven pianos, paintings, statuary, 
kindergarten materials, ecc., things which the School 
Board does not furnish.
